Ibis decision apparently settles the 
question as to the right of publish­ 
ers to reject advertising that they 
consider objectionable, even if a con­ 
tract exists. In other words, a "con­ 
tract for a certain amount of space 
does not give the advertiser the right 
to fill it with copy that is considered 
objectionable by the publisher. 
This seems like sound law and good 
common sense, and

meet with the approval of most news 
paper and periodical publishers 
tim possession of a contract gave the 
advertiser the privilege of printing in 
his space anything he desired the 
publisher would be at his mercy, as 
thi* control of his columns would 
have passed from him.—Tulsa World.
